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News from South Africa 


Children inspected: 
White or Coloured? 


By 0. CALDECOTT 


| AST week Peace News reported the introduction of the Public Safety 
4 Bill in the South African parliament and remarked the hesitant and 
half-hearted policy of the Opposition in respect of this oppressive measure. 


The latest news is of the Criminal Law 
Amendment Bill whieh carries even further 
the desperate and hysterical counter-revo- 
lution in which the Nationalists have 
embarked, 


This new Bill, aecording to the Cape 
Argus, makes it an offence to eneouraze 
or ineite anyone in any way to protest 
against any law and prescribes ruthless 
penalties for both the aet of incitement and 
the act of protest. 

The maximum penalties for protesting 
or for supporting protest campaigns are 
a fine of £300, three years’ imprisoument 
or 10 lashes, or any two of these. 

The maximum penalties for incitement 
are a fine of £500, five years’ imprison- 
ment, 15 lashes, or any two of these. 

Whipping or imprisonment is obliga- 
tory for second and later offences. 

To solicit and/or aceept assistance for de- 
fiance campaigns is to lay oneself apen to 
the same penalties as for incitement. 

Anyone accompanying a person convicted 
of protesting is presumed also guilty 
unless otherwise proved. 

Groups of persons charged with protest- 
ing may not demand individual trial, and 


if fines are not paid within forty-eight 
hours, property including immovable 
property--may be attached. Non-South 


Africans guilty of an offence under this 
law may be deported and declared ‘illegil 
immigrants.” 

Any postal article containing or Lhought 
to contain money or anything else to assist 
in defiance of laws may be opened and its 
contents seized,

The Torch Commandos and the Labour 
Party are in favour of resisting both; the 
former are convinced that to resist either 
will mean electoral suicide,

now believes that America intends, if not 
war, af least intervention. 

The Conununist concept of security has 
always tended to involve the arrest of in- 
hocent people and ta show even more 
extreme hysteria than its American equi- 
valent, Av the present tine, however, when 
esplomige and sabotage is being carried on 
in Communist countries on a very large 
sede and with admitted Western. support, 
it is very hard to say just who is innocent 
aud who guilty.
